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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 


The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1 and 8 recite the combination of a shaft, a nut coupled to the first end of 
the shaft, a bearing disposed around the second end of the shaft, an electrical coil 
disposed disposed around the shaft between the nut and the bearing a ferromagnetic 
can having a peripheral surface extending between the shaft and the outer peripheral 
surface of the nut, wherein the peripheral surface of the can is interposed between the 
electrical coil and the bearing partitioning the electrical coil inside the can and the 
bearing outside the can. The aforementioned combination is not shown or taught by the 
prior art of record.
